Ainslee becomes greatest Olympic sailor in history 


by Stuart Broom 


BEN Ainslee sailed into 
the record books on Sun¬ 
day when he claimed his 
fourth Olympic Gold 
medal by winning the Finn 
Class in Weymouth Bay to 
become the greatest sailing 
Olympian in history. 

His fourth consecutive 
Olympic title together with 
a Silver earned at Atlanta 
in 1996 puts him ahead of 
the Dane Paul Elvstrpm, a 
record that has been held 
since 1960. 

However there was 
drama right up until the 
closing moments. The 
Gold medal appeared to be 
between the Danish sailor 
Jonas Hogh-Christensen 


who had looked odds-on to 
win the class after six of 
the ten fleet races, and 


Ainslee who battled back 
in the last four to go into 
the medal race just two 
points behind.

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SINGER songwriter Declan Duffy has been play¬ 
ing in bands and composing songs for 15 years. 

Born and raised in London, he moved to Brid- 
port three years ago, taking a job at Waterstones 
bookshop.

• HOW long have you been interested in music? 

I'm from an Irish family so music was always a part of 
my upbringing, although you wouldn't say we were a 
particularly musical family. It's in there somewhere 
though, as both myself and my sister are in bands. 

For the last 20 years or so, it's been an integral aspect of 
my life and in some ways defines me. 

• WHAT'S the difference between gigging in Lon¬ 
don and gigging around here? 

There's a broader audience acceptance of acts playing 
what they want to outside of London. Up there, you 
play covers in pubs for money on one hand, and you 
play your own music in venues for very little money on 
the other. 

Here, you turn up to play a gig and, as long as you give 
the crowd a sufficient number of songs to sing along to, 
they'll listen quite happily to original music. 

Paul Hines at No.10 is a great supporter of local song¬ 
writers - he prefers it when we all play songs we've writ¬ 
ten ourselves. 

• IS West Dorset a good place for music? 

Yes, there are so many musicians here. Bridport partic¬ 
ularly has such a good scene - a high standard, very sup¬ 
portive of each other. 

Myself and Elijah Wolf are actually just about to start 
a label. He's been running his Howl Open-Mic nights for 
a while now, which I've been helping out with recently. 
We felt that we had to provide an outlet for these artists 
and their songs to be heard. 

The plan is to release regular singles by local acts in 
an effort to benefit the local musical and artistic com¬ 
munity. 

• YOU hear about it being difficult for musicians 
these days because of piracy and downloads. Is it 
tough? 

Yes. The record industry's utter failure to foresee this 
and do something about it in time means that there's a 
lot less money now to sign bands. 

However, it is now unquestionably easier to get your 
music heard because of the amount of online portals to 
which music can be uploaded. You just don't make 
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much from it unless a manager or label picks it up and 
puts some money behind it. 

• WHY did you name your band The Pickwicks? 

I love Charles Dickens and I wanted to reflect that in the 
name. And because it's better than being called the Old 
Curiosity Shop. 

• DO you have a strong interest in literature? 

Absolutely. My teachers used to tell me I had strong 
reading abilities, which presumably drew me into an in¬ 
terest in books. I read "To Kill A Mockingbird" for my 
GCSEs; a wonderful book which has remained with me 
emotionally and psychologically and is still my favourite 
novel. 

• YOU have been involved in a number of projects 
encouraging children to explore music and litera¬ 
ture. Is it an important part of what you do? 

Very much so.The degree to which both hearing music 
and reading benefit a child's emotional and intellectual 
development is incalculable.The influence on them can 
be seen and gauged from an extremely early age, and I 
feel that parents must be encouraged to help with this 
aspect of development. 

• WHAT'S your favourite album and why? 

The first Stone Roses album. I heard it when I was first 
developing an interest in music and I don't think any¬ 
one has surpassed it since. Absolutely the right four 
people, with the best producer for them, creating a per¬ 
fect collection of music - they really are a truly special 
band. I recommend it to everyone (along with "Exile On 
Main Street" by the Stones). 

• ANY tips for aspiring singers/songwriters? 

Don't feel you have to make one particular type of 
music, do what comes naturally and what feels right. 
Listen to loads of different types of music. Practise con¬ 
stantly. And always have a spare pair of pants. 

"Never Had To Try" is released through iTunes, 
hmv.com, Amazon and all other digital music retail¬ 
ers on Friday, August 10th. 

The launch party will take place on Monday, Au¬ 
gust 13th at the River Cottage Canteen, Axminster.

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Academy has no planning permission 
and will not be ready for September 


PLANNERS say “critical issues” face Portland’s contro¬ 
versial proposed new education Academy according to 
documents obtained by the View using the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

It has also emerged that the Isle of Portland Aldridge 
Community Academy will not now start at Southwell 
Business Park in September because sites are not ready. 

Instead the Academy has agreed with Dorset County 
Council that students will remain at their “predecessor” 
sites until ready to move. 

But the Academy, granted £15 million in Government 
cash, faces more serious problems because, despite ap¬ 
pointing a principal and warning schools concerned that 
their pupils are destined for the Academy, it has still to 
be granted planning permission. 

Weymouth and Portland projects and specialist services 
head Andrew Martin said in a letter replying to Cube De¬ 
sign’s pre-planning application inquiry that two “critical 
issues” had emerged. 

He highlighted concerns that the Academy was largely 
reusing existing jobs rather than creating new jobs as re¬ 
quired by planning policy if an employment site was to

be lost which might otherwise be used for more tradi¬ 
tional employment. 

Mr Martin said he accepted the Academy would gen¬ 
erate employment but “how many of the proposed jobs 
will be new”. 

He added: “If the majority of them are simply the jobs 
that already exist in the schools that are proposed to come 
together to form the Academy then it seems to me that 
the proposal is contrary to Local Plan E2 (Retention of 
Employment Sites and Premises).” 

Mr Martin said he was also concerned at access and the 
need for a transport assessment to address putting “1,770 
pupils in a location remote from where I imagine that 
many of them live”. 

He added that core planning guidance focussed on “sig¬ 
nificant development in locations which are or can be 
made sustainable” and that “on the face of it, your pro-

Homes allowed, with conditions, on wildlife site 


PLANNERS have backed a scheme 
to build 16 homes and four apart¬ 
ments on a wildlife-rich site south of 
Lorton Lane in Weymouth. 

Opponents including Brian Heat- 
ley, who lives nearby, were very con¬ 
cerned at access which will be one 
way in and out of the site, Mr Heat- 
ley suggesting that there should be a 
condition for cars to give way to 
pedestrians. 

John Montgomery for applicants 
Linden Homes said the site was allo¬ 
cated for 20 homes in the Local Plan 
which would include six for afford¬ 
able housing. 


Trees would be protected, he said, 
as would the integrity of a wildlife 
corridor. 

Councillor Ray Banham said: 
“This is a far better proposal than 
what we had in front of us a year ago 
and I am more than happy to propose 
that this is granted with conditions 
attached.” 

Councillor Anne Kenwood said: 
“This is a much better layout al¬ 
though I am not very happy about the 
flats.” 

Access really worried Councillor 
Ian Bruce and he said: “Trees seem 


to be wagging the planning commit¬ 
tee’s tail. We should have a proper 
access.” 

Weymouth and Portland Mayor 
Councillor Margaret Leicester said: 
“I am concerned at future manage¬ 
ment for the Site of Special Scien¬ 
tific Interest. It is a very good 
scheme, but we should make sure the 
SSSI is properly looked after.” 

The committee then delegated ap¬ 
proval of the scheme to its officers 
subject to conditions including ac¬ 
cess, ecology, landscaping and mate¬ 
rials.

But Academies Director Portland Jane Fooks claimed 
the contents of Mr Martin’s letter had already been 
emailed earlier to them, the issues he raised had “already 
been addressed” and “we have moved forward signifi¬ 
cantly since then to prepare a full and detailed planning 
application which will be submitted following public con¬ 
sultation”. 

She admitted that neither of the two Academy sites 
could be made ready for a September start and that “we 
have agreed with the Trust’s co-sponsor Dorset County 
Council for the students to remain at their predecessor 
sites until ready to move”. 

The View then repeated Mr Martin’s concerns about 
transport and that the scheme needed to show jobs being 
generated at the start not at some unspecified point in the 
future, but she claimed it was not possible to give specific 
details. She would only say that “a small number of new 
posts” had been created to ensure the smooth operation 
and transition” and that “new and different posts will 
evolve as the Academy develops”. 

It was not possible to be specific until plans were fi¬ 
nalised, she said, adding that the Academy was working 
with planners, environment and travel officers “to develop 
the best solution for all concerned”. 

A number of drop-in sessions are planned so the com¬ 
munity can view and ask questions about the Academy 
proposals and these sessions would be detailed later, she 
said, claiming it would be “highly inappropriate” for the 
Academy to “share specific details with the media ahead 
of public consultation and submission of our planning ap¬ 
plication”.

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Playwright turns author 


DORSET playwright Peter John Cooper 
has branched out into publishing - with 
a book telling the story of Thomas 
Hardy’s relationship with his first wife, 
Emma.

Further plea to sign 
helicopter e-petition 


RICHARD DRAX, MP for South Dorset, has renewed 
the ‘Save the Portland Helicopter’ e-petition. 

The petition, which was due to expire later this month, 
is on the Government e petition website and can be 
viewed at: http://epetitions.direct.gov.uk/petitions/36619 

Mr Drax has renewed it with the full blessing and co¬ 
operation of the previous instigator of the petition, Dr 
Mew. 

“The reason that this petition is so significant is that the 
Government has undertaken to consider a Commons de¬ 
bate for any petition attracting more than 100,000 signa¬ 
tures,” said Mr Drax. 

“This is the magic number to aim for. The last petition 
had already attracted over 18,000 signatures by the time 
it expired. We are asking all those who signed it last time 
to sign this one too and to ask their friends and families 
to join in. 

“We must get a proper discussion in Parliament about 
the loss of this very valuable asset. 

“Anyone who has been following this will know there 


has been no public consultation over the closure because 
the Department for Transport says that the service will 
be ‘improved’. 

“This is in spite of an outcry from anyone with any ex¬ 
pertise in the emergency and rescue services. It simply 
doesn’t make sense that closing helicopter bases could 
improve the service, as the DfT claims. No matter how 
fast the new helicopters are, they cannot be in two places 
at once. 

“We have so much evidence that our helicopter is nec¬ 
essary; in the past few weeks alone, it has rescued fisher¬ 
men, divers and those stranded by floods. 

“I fear that this could cost lives unless there is a re¬ 
think.” 

Mr Drax also questioned the timing of the closure. “It 
is ironic that the helicopter will go only after the Olympic 
sailing games are over. It is a great asset to have during 
the Games - it will be no less an asset if Weymouth is to 
develop in future, as we hope, as an elite sailing area,” he 
said.

ENVIRONMENT Minster Lord Taylor 
has visited Weymouth to praise a 
unique collaboration which has 
unlocked the hidden underwater 
secrets of Dorset's Jurassic coast. 
The partnership has brought to¬ 
gether more than 200 organisa¬ 
tions to ensure a lasting legacy for 
the area, he said. 

Smart phone barcode technology 
installed along the new Coastal Ac¬ 
cess path around Weymouth and 
Portland will allow visitors and res¬ 
idents unprecedented access to 
newly-mapped information about 
life under the waves. 

Lord Taylor said: "For the first time 
people enjoying a stroll along the 
rugged beauty of the Jurassic 
Coast World Heritage Site now 
have the treasure trove of wildlife 
under the waves - such as sea¬ 


horses and anemones - at their fin¬ 
gertips." 

He explained that nine bar code 
points allowed people to tune in 
by smart phone and get a video of 
what they were looking at and also 
at what they couldn't see beneath 
the waves. 

He said is was formed out of a part- 
nership between the Government 
and a variety of other organisa¬ 
tions including wildlife groups 
such as Dorset Wildlife Trust. 

Lord Taylor said: "Weymouth and 
Portland has such a unique natural 
environment, a fascinating natural 
history which is so worthwhile pre¬ 
serving."

A GIANT bamboo structure in the 
shape of a Portland Screw fossil has 
been installed at Bowers Quarry on 
Portland. 

The screw forms part of the 
MEMO project to build an observa¬ 
tory to highlight the rapid extinction 
of species. 

MEMO director Sebastian 
Brooke said the bamboo screw had 
been built at Royal Manor Arts Col¬ 
lege and taken to the quarry where 
it was put on the site of the future 
observatory. 

He added: “The Olympics is an 
international sporting event and 
MEMO is an international project 
to draw attention to the threat of ex¬ 
tinction that so many species are 
facing. 

“Dozens of people helped build 


the screw which represents a well 
known Portland fossil.” 

The purpose of the screw and the 
observatory has been brought into 
focus this year which marks the 
350 th anniversary of the last known 
live sighting of the Dodo. 

Mr Brooke said: “It was seen by a 
Dutch sailor shipwrecked on Mau¬ 
ritius and the connection is that the 
screw has been built by Dutch 
artists Antoon Versteegde and 
Sylvia Dekker.” 

Mr Brooke added that two new 
carvings are being made at Bowers 
including one of Lonesome George, 
the last known Pinto Island giant 
tortoise who died recently. 

Transporting the screw structure 
was one of the most dramatic 
scenes Portland has witnessed in re¬ 


cent years. 

Nearly 100 people rallied round to 
the lifting cause including a number 
of men “pressed” to cause by Mr 
Brooke after an appeal at a nearby 
cricket ground. 

The journey took the screw across 
a busy road, down Bowers Quarry 
and on to its ultimate display site 
where it was helped into place by a 
crane. Even then there was a bit of 
adrenaline when the 60ft structure 
seemed to escape its handlers and 
threaten to topple over. 

But all proved well and Mr 
Brooke said: “It has realised part of 
my dream, a step on the way.” 

“It has been a fantastic commu¬ 
nity effort, absolutely fantastic.

Where is everybody? 


THEY were told that there was no gain without the pain 
of roadworks. 

They were told that any drop in income caused by set¬ 
ting things up for the Olympic Games would be out¬ 
weighed by income boost during the Games and its 
legacy for years to come. 

And they were told to make arrangements well in ad¬ 
vance to ensure that their staff and stock deliveries 
wouldn’t be disrupted by the “crush” of Olympic visi¬ 
tors. 

Reality has seen many businesses left bemused by a 
trickle not a flood of visitors, some streets almost com¬ 
pletely deserted and shops and outlets away from the 
seafront doing far worse than their darkest nightmares. 

The council replied to those concerns by pointing out 
that more than 11,000 people packed out the Live Site 
to see GB sailors, watch the Olympic opening cere¬ 
mony and thrill at the superb finale of Battle for the 
Winds, but one big event “swallow” doesn’t make a 


summer. 

Less than 24 hours later the giant expanse of sand 
which is the Live Site was using its two enormous TV 
screens to show the Olympics to a pitiful audience 
which would have struggled to fill a seafront shelter. 

One business told me their takings were 86 per cent 
down on this time last year while another said the three 
year run-up to the Games had cost him £150,000. 

Too late Olympic and local authorities have realised 
that their road signs warning of congestion have put 
people off coming here and too late they’ve realised that 
signs showing road are closed and car parks reserved 
for park and ride buses aren’t needed because the ex¬ 
pected 30,000 a day influx of visitors is only a fraction 
of that. 

Perhaps the only thing left to wait for is the crop of 
post-Olympic signs....’’Closing Down”, “To Let” and 
“Shut: All inquiries to....”. 


'Too much or not enough' 


AS the sun beats down gardeners are 
counting the cost of one of the wettest 
four months on record. 

Dozens of people have talked to me 
about flooded sheds, garages and out¬ 
buildings, but it is the cost on the land 
which has really taken its toll. 

I’ve been told horror stories about po¬ 
tatoes rotting in the ground, tomatoes 
beaten flat and countless examples of a 
veritable army of slugs and snails cele¬ 
brating the wet conditions. 

For myself, all my hanging baskets 
rotted, I’ve lost almost my entire rasp¬ 
berry crop which just mouldered away 
on the canes, floral displays were poor 
and salad vegetables took a beating. 

On the plus side, I’ve had a corgette 
bonanza with dozens of them cropping 
while my beans and cooking onions 


also seem to be doing very well.

Now we are getting some decent sun¬ 
shine the ground has dried out and be¬ 
come its usual rock-like summer 
consistency, but it has been too late for 
many decent crops of produce, so I’ll 
leave you with a comment from one 
grizzled veteran of a gardener who told 
me: “S’always the same in this country. 
Too much of something or not enough.”

Orleans blues to Dorchester

Back when blues was king and South Louisiana was the 
breeding ground for some of the most memorable American 
music ever recorded, at its heart was Lazy Lester.

THERE are some great perks to being 
a journalist and top of the list must be 
to get a pass to cover the Olympic 
Games writes Kevin Fahey. 

As I write this I am sitting just above 
the finishing line as the warrior sprint¬ 
ers limber up for the final of the men's 
100m. 

The stadium announcer has just told 
us that two million people applied for 
tickets for tonight's action to see who 
is the fastest man on the planet. 

Unless they were interested in the 
women's triple jump but I somehow 
doubt it. 

It is at times like this you realise how 
lucky you are. I hate to think how 
much a ticket would cost for a seat on 


the home straight (a story going 
round is that one fan paid £700 for a 
ticket and ended up on the back 
straight. He wasn't happy). 

Throw in free coffee and tea, a TV 
monitor at your desk for replays and 
an instant results service and it is an 
unbeatable package. 

This is repeated for all 26 sports on 
the Olympic timetable allowing 
20,000 accredited journalists to do 
their job. 

Interestingly, while we are talking 
amazing stats, journalists out-number 
the 17,000 athletes from 205 countries 
but are dwarfed by the 63,000 in¬ 
volved in the running of the Games, 
many of whom are volunteers. 


Nine million tickets were sold to 
500,000 spectators and 80,000 of 
those were the very lucky to get a 
prized entry to Sunday's show. 

There are few events more exciting 
than the battle to be the fastest man 
on the planet. 

100M showdown 

Raw speed and super macho egos 
collide like an inter-planetary asteroid 
explosion with enough force to power 
the whole of east Devon and west 
Dorset as well. 

The fastest human on two legs is a 
title that demands respect, earns 
worldwide fame and opens the door 
to considerable financial rewards. 


Only the quest to become the 
toughest, strongest and baddest man 
on the planet, a title traditionally held 
by the heavyweight boxing champion 
but since diluted by the splintering of 
the sport into so many different or¬ 
ganisations, comes close. 

There is nothing quite like the antic¬ 
ipation of a 100m showdown and it 
didn't disappoint as Usain Bolt ce¬ 
mented his legendary status by retain¬ 
ing his title in a new Olympic record.

THIS Bob Lucas Trophy encounter 
failed to inspire the crowd of 500 who 
had turned up to support Ian Hutchin¬ 
son, for whom this was his testimonial 
writes Stuart Broom. 

Weymouth did at least show they had 
an eye for goal and with some better 
finishing should have won the game. 
Dorchester on the other hand looked 
disjointed and lacked goal power, and 
it was no surprise that they had to wait 
until the final minute before producing 
a shot on goal. 

Trialist Dan Smith who agreed non¬ 
contract terms with manager Brendon 
King after the match, showed that he 
could be a real asset before being sub¬ 
stituted at half-time, and had Magpies 
keeper Jason Matthews diving down to 
his left after just three minutes to hold 
his 20-yard drive. 

Almost immediately Mark Ford who 
took up a number of good positions 


but failed to capitalise on the chances, 
couldn't control Craig Duffy's headed 
pass before Matthew's grabbed it. 

Dorchester were on the back foot and 
when a free-kick was not cleared 
cleanly, Ford hit his 20-yard volley 
straight at Matthews. 

On 15 minutes Smith teased the 
Dorchester defence before cutting in, 
but delayed his cross too long allowing 
Magpies trialist Charlie Clough to block 
his effort for a corner. 

Weymouth believed they had taken 
the lead six minutes from the break 
when a misdirected Kyle Critchell 
header from Stephen Reed's corner 
was hacked off the line by Harry Bell 
before Ford could poke it home. 

Even the reliable Mark Jermyn 
seemed off his game and when he 
tried to be too clever in injury time, 
Ford latched on to the ball but fired 
over. 

Things didn't improve after the break, 
and with referee Dominic Gillespie not

He chases things down and 
doesn't stop running, and because of that defenders 
don't like playing against him, as he showed in this 
match." 

Magpies manager Phil Simpkin was far from happy 
with the situation, and whilst giving Weymouth 
credit, he was critical about the timing of the match, 
the standard of refereeing and some of his players. 

On Weymouth's performance and that of some of 
his players he said: "It was always going to be their 
cup final and fair play to them, because they 
stopped us playing, and not too many sides have 
done that over the last six to nine months. 

"On our part, we have to learn that when teams do 
that we have to adapt and go a bit more direct. It 
also showed that when we miss our big players, we 
miss them big time. 

"We did not want to risk Nick Crittenden, but when 
he is not playing we struggle for an outlet out wide. 

"We also missed Nathan Walker, who is not only a 
presence but a good footballer too that gets us play¬ 
ing out from the back. 

"I was pleased in the way we reacted in the second- 
half and were much more competitive but it was still 


not us, 

"Unfortunately I have certain players that I have in¬ 
herited on contract that I have had to stick with that 
didn't perform, and haven't performed since I have 
been here. It's frustrating but I have just got to make 
the best out of the situation. 

"At least we didn't lose the game, and I thought 
Jason Matthews was excellent.The save he made in 
the second-half from Mark Ford was outstanding." 

Simpkin also questioned the timing of the match 
and the standard of refereeing in a match where Neil 
Martin and Ben Watson picked up ankle injuries. 

"I didn't want to play the game in the first place but 
the decision went out of my hands. 

"I am pleased for Ian Hutchinson and would do 
anything for the lad; he's a great lad; but if I had the 
choice we wouldn't have played this with only a cou¬ 
ple of weeks left of pre-season, particularly with 
such a small squad. 

"We have come out of it with a couple of injuries 
to Ben and Neil. Why we played it I will never know; 
I just can't understand it. 

"It was a very competitive match because of the ri¬ 
valry and let's face it the referee had a mare; he's 
lucky no one got seriously hurt." 

Simpkin confirmed that the two Exeter City loa¬ 
nees Jamie Reid and Jacob Wannell, would be join¬ 
ing them from Monday on three months contracts.
